BRIEF CEREMONIES 
At local m ilitary installations 
brief exercises w ere held w hen 
word of Victory in Europe be­ 
came official. Post com m anders 
Col. A. B. Jones of Torney G en­ 
eral and Lt. Col. Robert J. Goe- 
wey of the 21st Ferrying G roup 
addressed their groups on the 
significance of the day and the 
theme of both was: 
"There is still a lot of work a ­ 
head until Japan is crushed.” 
Following the 
brief 
services, 
m ilitary and civilian personnel 
at both posts returned to th eir 
tasks and it was “work as u su ­ 
al.” 
COOPERATION PRAISED 
Police Chief A ugust G. K ett- 
man expressed his appreciation 
for the

"W ithout exception they a d ­

Hospital

w ork 
throughout Tuesday with only a 
brief pause for an official cere­ 
mony at 3 o’clock. 
D elivering 
the 
official 
a n ­ 
nouncem ent of the ending of hos­ 
tilities in Europe to a m ilitary 
form ation and assembled civil­ 
ians, Col. A. B. Jones said, “You 
have been called together for the 
purpose of having announced to 
you officially the end of the w ar 
in Europe. 
This is not in any 
sense a celebration nor the be­ 
ginning of a period of celebra­ 
tion. We are not unm indful of the 
brilliant successes won by our 
Armed Forces and those of our 
Allies in 
Europe, Africa, 
and 
W estern Asia nor th at these suc­ 
cesses have been won over the 
most highly organized, the best 
equipped, and the best trained 
armies th e 
w orld 
had 
ever 
known tw o years ago. Our troops 
have m et those 
armies under 
conditions of their own choosing 
and in the w ords 
of G eneral 
Eisenhow er 
“have 
thoroughly 
w hipped them ”. 
STILL FACE JAPAN 
"We feel nothing but ad m ira­ 
tion and gratitude for these m en. 
While w e are not unm indful of 
these things, let us rem em ber the 
thousands of saddened homes in 
this country, those who 
have 
given their 
lives, 
and 
those 
perm anently crippled as a result 
of the w ar. Let us also rem em ber

Flood Control Act 
Expected to Pass 
Without Trouble 
With all opposition overcome, 
assembly bill 892, creating the 
Riverside County Flood Control 
and W ater Conservation district, 
is expected to win early and fa­ 
vorable action by legislators at 
Sacramento, according to Coun­ 
ty Counsel Earl Redwine, who 
returned Friday from state capi­ 
tal conferences attended 
by 
Senator Nelson S. Dilworth, As­ 
semblyman 
Phillip 
Boyd 
of 
Palm Springs, and others, in­ 
terested in the proposed district. 
Accompanying Redwine were 
Supervisor Floyd E. Gilmore and 
Irwin Farrar, chairman of the 
county-wide flood control ad­ 
visory committee, both of He­ 
met; D. S. Bell, Riverside, and 
Albert Newcomb, Corona. 
Though opposition to the bill 
creating the Riverside county 
flood control district at first was 
met from San Bernardino and 
Orange county interests, both 
counties now are supporting the 
proposed legislation, it was re­ 
ported by Redwine. 
The .bill was given a “do pass” 
recommendation by the conser­ 
vation and planning committee 
of the assembly, and doubtless 
will be passed by that body, he 
said. It should reach the senate 
before the end of the week, 
where no difficulty is expected, 
and should receive the signature 
of Governor Earl W arren short­ 
ly thereafter, the county official 
declared.

we are still faced by the most 
determined, 
arrogant, 
cunning, 
treacherous, and unprincipled foe 
we have ever had. We must not 
underestimate his 
strength,

real enemy is still undefeated. He 
can but see the handwriting on 
the wall, but before he finally 
goes down, 
thousands 
of our 
finest m en will undergo hard­ 
ships even greater than those en­ 
countered in Europe, many 
will 
not return, and many more of 
our homes will be saddened. 
WORK TO DO 
‘‘We are not justified in paus­ 
ing for more than a moment in 
our labors at this time. Long cele­ 
brations and even short delays 
before completion of the 
task 
at hand have accounted for many 
disasters. We are told by military 
strategists that England 
could 
have been invaded immediately 
after France was conquered 
but 
for the fact that the Germans 
took time out to parade through 
the Arc d’Triomphe to gloat and 
to humiliate to the fullest 
the 
French people. They even drag­ 
ged out the old railroad car used 
for the signing of the Armistice 
in 1918 and forced the 
French 
leaders to sign their capitulation 
in it. Instances are numerous in 
history of opportunities lost by 
even short periods of relaxation 
by victorious armies.

CHAPLAIN SPEAKS 
At the close of this brief Vic­ 
tory message, 
Lt. Col. George 
Pearson, senior chaplain, spoke 
briefly concluding with a prayer 
for just and continued peace. 
Adding a 
personal 
message 
from men who have experienced 
the grimmest side of combat, 1st 
Lt. Frank G. Ludwig, who was 
returned to Torney after impris­ 
onment in German military hos­ 
pitals, spoke breifly of the neces­ 
sity of continuing an all out ef­ 
fort until Japan is defeated. 
AT ARMY AIR BASE 
The hosts of all those who fell 
in the holocaust of the w ar in 
Europe stood as unseen specta­ 
tors at the ceremonies of V-E 
Day at the Army Air Base here. 
In hardly more than 40 min­ 
utes from the tim e of the chap­ 
lain's invocation and until 
the 
last notes of the National Anthem 
had died away, the rites were 
over. V-E Day's celebration for 
the members of the 21st Ferry 
ing Group, Ferrying Division of 
the Air Transport Command was 
over. 
TO WAR HEROES 
Lt. Col. Robert 
J. 
Goewey, 
commanding officer of the Group 
was the first speaker. The open­ 
ing remarks of his address, seem­ 
ed to reflect 
the mood of the 
assembled soldiers, Wacs and ci­ 
vilian Field 
works, 
when he 
said: that V-E Day should be ded­ 
icated to the memory of the men 
and women who gave up 
their 
lives so that a way of life might 
be preserved. 
Major William E. Hinton, dep­ 
uty commanding officer of 
the 
21st Ferrying Group who 
also 
spoke, called 
for the heartfelt 
thanks of those assembled that 
the men and women in Europe 
will no longer have to fight and 
sacrifice their lives to down an 
enemy of democracy. 
FROM ATC CHIEF 
Lt. Col. Goewey, preceded his 
personal address by reading let­ 
ters from Lt. General Harold L 
George, commanding general of 
the Air Transport Command, and 
Brigadier General Bob Nowland, 
commanding 
general 
of 
the 
Ferrying Division. 
Both letters 
contained- a 
forceful reminder 
that the fall 
of Germany was 
only half the task and the road 
to Tokyo was lined with 
hard 
work and bitter fighting. Invoca­ 
tion of the service and benedic 
tion of those who are yet to face 
the Jap was made by Chaplain 
Clifford F. Perron. 
Three 
blasts 
of the Field’s 
siren summoned 
all personnel 
from their duties 
to assemble 
within 30 minutes on the aero­ 
plane parking ramp where re­ 
treat parades are held. In half 
that time, the huge crowd 
had 
quickly formed into military for­ 
mations awaiting the commence­ 
ment of the V-E Day exercises. 
ALL JOIN IN 
Purposeful in stride, from

corners of 
the large field, sol­ 
diers, Wacs and civilian work­ 
ers poured from office 
doors, 
shops and hangars. Mess attend­ 
ants in white and cooks with tall 
chef’s hats stood incongrously in 
the midst of khaki clad soldiers. 
Mechanics who only ten minutes 
before were repairing aeroplane 
engines, their faces and 
hands 
still smeared with grease could 
be seen standing in military for­ 
mation with office clerks who had 
forgotten to pocket their pencils. 
Civilian men and women, flank­ 
ed the formation of the military 
and also listened attentively to 
every 
word 
spoken 
by 
the 
speakers. 
To and from the assembly area 
there was no jubilation, no “wise­ 
cracks” or other signs elation to 
indicate that a gigantic victory 
in arms had just been officially 
announced. Instead there seem­ 
ed to be sadness and grim de­ 
termination w ritten on the faces 
of soldiers and civilians—sadness 
for those who lie buried in for­ 
eign lands and the bitter fight 
with the Japs which still 
lies 
ahead. 
NOT TO CELEBRATE 
“We are gathered here to mark 
this day as one of special signi­ 
ficance, 
began Lt. Col. Goewey. 
“We are not 
here to celebrate 


V-E Day for a great struggle is 
yet to be won in the Far East. 
But it seems fitting to me that 
we do dedicate this day and the 
days to follow to the memory of 
the men and women in and with 
the armed forces who have given 
up their lives so that a way of 
life might be preserved. 
“There is no 
doubt 
in our 
minds,” he continued, "as to the 
ultimate outcome of this war— 
final victory. But there is a deep 
concern in the hearts and minds 
of every mother and father, every 
husband and wife, every person 
in the nation 
having someone 
near and dear serving with the 
armed forces. That deep concern 
is: lest a single life is needlessly 
lost in the conflict. That is our 
concern. 
But you 
and I should fully 
realize that lives 
will be lost. 
Some of our men and women 
will lie forever beneath foreign 
soil if there is any dimunition in 
our all out effort to help bring 
the war to a speedy conclusion. 
PRAISES ALL 
The Lt. Colonel then praised 
the military and civilian alike 
for the splendid record they have 
established here at Palm Springs. 
"But I call upon yon now not 
merely to equal those achieve­ 
ments but to surpass them. Not 
merely to continue 
the 
same 
splendid job but to exceed 
it. 
And this to the end that we may 
never reproach 
ourselves with 
the thoughts that a slain brother 
in arms might have lived had 
we given our individual job all 
that was within us every day 
until that final day of victory.’ 
Major William E. Hinton after 
declaring that V-E Day was not 
one merely of flag waving and 
celebration but an occasion 
of 
deeper meaning. “We are thank­ 
ful for every man and woman 
in the European theater who will 
no longer have to fight and sac­ 
rifice their 
lives 
to down an 
enemy of democracy.” 
CLOSER TO VICTORY 
He pointed out that V-E Day 
brings us closer to total victory 
on which we should really cele­ 
brate. Major William E. Hinton, 
who served for many months in 
the India China theater of oper­ 
ations as did many of the sol­ 
diers assembled 
recalled 
that 
those who have come in contact 
with the Jap know him to be 
a treacherous, hard fighting, re­ 
sourceful and ruthless enemy to 
defeat. 
“We must defeat Japan con­ 
clusively and quickly,” declared 
the major. “In order to do this 
we must not let up in our work 
for one moment. The job of the 
Air Transport Command is now 
greater than ever. It will need 
every bit of the skill we pos­ 
sess and can train.” 
The major concluded his 
re­ 
marks by saying that when there 
is no way to get to a place to 
remember that the Air Transport 
Command is called upon to ac­ 
complish the task.

School will start next fall on 
Monday, September 17, in accord 
with a schedule adopted by the 
high school board of trustees at 
their regular monthly meeting 
held his week. 
The next school year w ill have 
171 actual teaching days and will 
provide for dismissal on Friday, 
May 24, 1946. Two holidays are 
provided for Thanksgiving, and 
the Christmas recess will include 
the entire week in which Christ­ 
mas occurs and will continúe un­ 
til the day after New Year’s day. 
There will be no other holidays 
during the school year, unless 
Good Friday is declared a holi­ 
day at a later date by the board.

Friday, 
which was a holiday this year, 
should be held in reserve, so that 
some emergency situation might 
not cut the school year below 
the legal minimum with no pos­ 
sibility of make-up other than 
a Saturday session or an exten­ 
sion of the school year beyond 
May 24.
